Wheeler, I am no more a d— d scoundrel 
than you s re, sir." 


Johnny st»id that the rebels stole about 


all that ho had, including his pocket book, 
which contained only twenty-five cents. 
"But I would not have cared tor the redt," 
he added, "if they hadn't stole my hat. 
which had three bullet holes in it, received 
at Chickamauga." 


He waa finally paroled and sent"- north. 


On Saturday ho was on his way to camp 
Chase to join his regiment, having beeu 
exchanged.' Qeu. Uosencrans observed 
that the young soldier had chevronc on his 
nrm, and asked the meaning of it. He 
said ho was promoted to a corporal for 
shooting a rabol colonel at Ghicliamauga. 


The colonel waa mounted, and stopped 


Johnny on the Gold, crying " stop you little 
Yankee devil." Johnny halted, bringing 
his Austrian rifle to an "order," thus 
throwing the colonel off hid guard, cocked 
hia piece, (which he could easily do, being 
GO short) and suddenly bringing it to his 
shoulder, Bred, the colonel falling dead, 
with a bullet through his breast. 


The little fellow told his story simply 


and modeatlj, and the general determined 
to honor hia bravery. 
He gave him the 


badge of " roll of honor," which Mrs. Sann- 
dera, the wife of the host of the Burnett 
House, sewed upon Johnny's coat. His 
eyes glistened with pride aaho looked upon 
hia badge, and little Johnny seemed to 
tave grown an inch or two taller, he stood 
so erect. He left his photograph with 
General Hoaecraus, who exhibits i'. with 
pride. We nrny again hear from Johnny 
Clem, the youngest soldier in the Army of 
the Cumberland. — Cincinnati Times. 


A CASE UNDER TUB PROCLAMATION.— A 


oaso baa arisen in St. Louis which will pos- 
sibly bring the constitutional validity of 
the president's proclamation of freedom 
before the supreme court of the nation for 
decisbn. The case ia that of a negro wo- 
man, Elizabeth Cutler, who was sentenced 
on Friday last before the criminal court of 
St. Louis, to five years in the penitentiary 
for vagrancy. The woman is a " contra- 
band " from Alabama, but has no evidence 
of her freedom, and the question is ns to 
her status. Under the law of Missouri, 
the punishment provided in a case of this 
kind for a slave, is itripes on the back and 
coats for the owner, or, in case ho cannot 
be made liable for them, she is to bo sold 
to pay thb costs of the trial, and suffer the 
punishment also. But if the proclamation 
which declares the slaves of certain states 
and parts of states free, in a body, is con- 
stitutional, this person is a free woman of 
color, and, as such, must have the privi- 
lege of serving her time in the penitentiary 
like ft white criminal. The decision of the 
court treats her as a free perdoo, without 
the evidenco of that fact which the Inw of 
Missouri requires. Her counsel, Mr. T. 
O. C. Davis, raises the point before Judge 
Primm, and if the decision is against him, 
as he expects it to be, will carry the case 
on an appeal to the supreme court.

FLYING 
AMBULANCE 
Conpa.—The 


Sanitary 
Commission have organized a 


"Flying Relief Department" under the 
supervision of Dr. 71. R. Baal art, similar 
to the plan so successfully adopted in the 
Rusiiau army in the Crimea, before the 
battle of lukerman in 1854, and afterwards 
in both the English and .Trench armies. 


This department will consist of two four- 


horse wagons, each wagon 
attended by 


one relief agent, two assistants, and one 
driver. The wagons are loaded with sup- 
plies needed on the battle-field—refresh- 
ments, medicines, bandages, and a hun- 
dred little'articles that come in use just 
when ihey are most badly wanted and most 
difficult to get. 
The agent and assistants 


will be mounted on saddle horses. • 


The agent of this ambulance baa com- 


mand of the entire establishment, issuing 
supplies, and directing tho movements of 
the wagon, which is intended to circulate 
generally on the outskirts of the army in 
lino of battlo, to assist the wounded and 
eick soldiers who may have been left be- 
hind, uncared for and neglected; but, at 
the same tirae, no shelter will bo given to 
stragglers or outsiders. Two of these wag- 
ons have besn stocked, preparatory to go 
ing to the army of the Potomac.

before the supreme court of the nation.for 
dccisbn. 1'he case is that of a negro wo- 
man, Elizabeth Butler, who was sentenced 
on Friday last before the criminal conrt-of 
St. Louie, to Eve years in the penitentiary 
for vagrancy. The woman is a >" contra- 
band " from Alabama, but has no evidence 
of her freedom; and the-questiou is as to 
her status. Under the law of Missouri,, 
the punishment provided in a case of this 
kind for a slave, is stripes on the back and 
costs for the owner, or, in case ho cannot 
be mado liable for them, she is to be sold- 
to pay the-costs of the trial, and suffer the 
punishment also. But if the proclamation 
which declares the slaves of certain states 
and parts of states free, in a body, is con- 
stitutional, this person is a 'free woman.of 
color, and, as such, must have the privi- 
lege of serving her-time-inthe penitentiary 
like ft white criminal. The decision of the 
court treats her as a free person,, without 
the evidence of that fact which the law of 
Missouri requires. .Her • counsel,.-Mr. T. 
G. C. Davis, raises the point before Judge 
Primm, and if the decision is against him, 
as he expects it to be, will carry the case 
on an appeal to the supreme court.
